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~IN OR OUT?

“I knew a man in Christ .. .”—II Cor. 12:1. 


It is reported that a gentleman once said to Rev. Roland 
Hill, “It has been sixty-five years since I first heard you 
preach, but I well remember that you spoke to us in this 
way: ‘Suppose one is hearing a will read and expects to get 
a legacy. Will he spend the time in criticizing the lawyer's 
manner of reading? No, he will see if anything is left him 
and how much. Let that be the way in which you listen to 
the Gospel.’” The title of my sermon is very brief but there 
are two very important words in it. Both are prepositions 
and are among the shortest words in our language, ‘“‘in” and 
out.” Short as they are they express the condition of every 


soul in the world in his relation to God. A man is “in” or} 


he is “out.” He is “in Christ” or he is “out of Christ.” 

I have been very much impress- 
ed with the first preposition as it 
is found in II Cor. 12:2, “I knew a 
man in Christ about fourteen years 
ago (whether in the body, I can- 
mot tell; or whether out of the 
body, I cannot tell: God Knoweth;) 
such a one caught up to the third 


heaven.” Jt wasn’t very impor- 
tant to Paul whether he was in 
or out of the body so far as the 
revelation which God gave him 
was concerned, but it was most es- 
sential for him to know whether 
he was in or out of Christ. “l

It is 
certainly, then, a mistake to say 
that Jesus “was found most of the 
time at the seat of custom, or 
Solomon's porch, or Jacob’s well, 
Or under a sycamore tree, in 
Martha’s humble the 
upper room, Or the quiet Garden of 
Gethsemane.”

And when he 
thought that “the Lord’s recorded 
great public gatherings can be 
counted on one hand,” he surely 
never checked up on the forty-two 
times the “multitudes” around 
Jesus are mentioned in the book 
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in our soul winning work,

Charles G. Finney, in his auto- 
biography, us how he 
preached once or twice a day but 
usually spent hours daily in per- 
gona] soul winning. Why put one 
work against the other? 

Db. L. Moody was a marvelous 
personal soul winner. It is not too 
much to say that he won thousands 
of souls before he was ever known 
as a preacher. He made it the 
rule of his life to speak personally 
& at least one soul a day. In his 
own inquiry meetings he always 
worked actively himself. The 
fame thing that made Moody a 
great evangelist, made him do 
personal work and made him train 
woul winners. 

Dr. R. A. Torrey did more to 
$each proper technique in _ soul 
winning than any man who lived 
in modern times. He set up the 
curriculum of Moody Bible Insti- 
tute and of Bible Institute of Los 
Angeles, especially supervising 
the practical work. He wrote the 
first great American book on 
methods in soul winning, How to 
Do Personal Work, which has been 
@ valuable source for all who have 
written since on the same subject. 
Dr. R. A. Torrey won thousands of 
individuals personally. He often 
won infidels. The same thing that 
made him a great preacher to 
the masses, made him a winsome 
soul winner and a trainer of soul 
winners. 

I heard Gipsy Smith years ago 
in Dallas, Texas, and was deeply 
burdened by the Spirit of God 
during that message, to be a more 
urgent soul winner.
